GRADUATED FROM WASHINGTON AND LEE UNIVERSITY WITH A DEGREE 
IN COMMERCE IN 1967. AFTER SERVING TO CAPTAIN IN THE 

U.S. ARMY ORDINANCE CORPS, HE MOVED TO NEW YORK CITY AS AN 
ACCOUNTANT FOR TEXASGULF SULPHUR CORPORATION. PRESIDENT 
OF THE NOKOTA COMPANY SINCE 1971, HE HAS BEEN ACTIVE IN OIL 
DRILLING AND EXPLORATION SINCE 1965, COAL EXPLORATION AND 
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DEVELOPMENT SINCE 1971, INTERNATIONAL MINERAL EXPLORATION
